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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 1, Applicant argues that 
Niewold does not diclose storage to one side. As applicant has not taught where a "side" is. Niewold discloses a front side storage 
position. The purpose for storage being over the road transfer. With respect to claims 2-3 Applicant's arguments for allowability premised 
on claim 1 being allowable are wtihout merit. With respect to claims 4 & 9 Applicant aruges that an "upwardly extending" is not taught by 
Niewold. Niewold discloses a storage tank for collecting grain from the bottom of a hopper. The purpose being to channel the grain or 
harvested product to a vertical conduit. Applicant has disclosed no strucutre to Inform as to how its storage tank defines over the prior art. 
Moreover, appliacnt merely claims a conduit extending upwardly from a storage tank. Thus, Niewold merely discloses a conduit extending 
upwardly from a storage tank. With respect to claims 5-7. Applicant's arguments for allowability premised on claim 1 being allowable are 
without merit. With respect to claim 8, Applicant is respectfully reminded that claim language consisting of functional language and/or 
intended use phrasing is given little, if any, patentable weight as the apparatus must merely be capable of functioning, or being used, as 
claimed. See MPEP 21 12.02, 21 14. Here, Fredrlksen's loop conveyor assembly is capable of transferring product to a threshing 
assembly. It is noted that the Examiner is aware of and the record does not reflect an interview on May 10, 2005 as argued by Applicant. . 
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
